GAS TAX FOR 
N.Y. PROPOSED 


Rochester D e 1 ¢ gation 
Urges Step on 
Legislature 


EW YORK, Oct. 6— 
Recommendations for a 
two-cent tax on gasoline and 
a reduction in the fee for an- 
nual license plates with the 
maximum cost of a iicense to 
be $5 were urged here yester- 
day by Charles P. Gallagher 
of the Rochester Automobile 
Club before the joint legisla- 


tive investigating committee. 

On previous occasions when the 
gas tax for the state has been pro- 
posed for revenue only the Roches- 
ter Club has opposed the move, 
but the time is now ripe for such 
a tax to finance road work in the 
state, Gallagher explained. Per- 
manent license plates, by which 
huge economies could be effected 
by the state, were urged at the 
meeting by H. B. Crowley of the 
same association. 

Declaring that the present law 
discriminates against chauffeurs, 
Commissioner Charles A. Harnett 
of the State Motor Vehicle Depart- 
ment asked that recommendations 
be made by the committee for the 
establishing of a single form of 
license. 

“They should not be asked t 
pay more than any other driver,’] 
he said. 

Revision of the laws so tha 
“speed traps’ could no longer bé@ 
‘used was urged by H, K. Maples 
representing the New York State 
Automobile Association. It was 
pointed out that county traffic 
courts be establisned througho 
the state to handle cases arising 
from motor vehicle law viclations.

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Buses for the Railways 


T has been the contention of the Automotive Daily News| 
that eventually the railways of this country would! 
find the motor bus not an enemy but a potent ally. No} 
less an authority than former President Rea of the Pennsyl-} 
vania Railroad bears us out in a recent statement in which he | 
is quoted as saying that ‘“‘while the motor bus may cause some | 
readjustments in transportation service, it will eventually | 
prove a feeder of the roads rather than a hindrance to their ; 
development.” 

At the present moment the railways are generally show- 
ing a certain percentage of loss in passenger traffic. The: 
blame for this may be divided between the bus and the pas- | 
senger motor car. The loss in passenger revenue undoubtedly | 
has been heaviest on the short-haul branch lines. These! 
branches have usually been operated at a deficit, which has| 
had to be absorbed by profits turned in by the main lines. | 
The obvious function of the motor bus will be to relieve the | 
railway of the necessity of maintaining these short-haul | 
branches and thus lift a burden of expense from their main | 
line earnings. 

Where bus lines prove capable of handling the branch 
line passenger traffic, in addition to the obvious operating 
expenses saved, the railways will be relieved of a tax 
burden of the cost of operating stations, of expenses for 
flag crossings and maintenance of way. The total will be 
a really substantial reduction in expenses which, under the 
circumstances, amounts to an addition to earnings. 

Until now few of the railways have actually established 
their own bus lines. Privately owned bus carries have en- 
tered the field in competition with the branch lines of the 
roads. The effect of the bus to date has probably been inimi- 
cal to the railed carrier, but it is certain that within the 
next few years the competitive bus line transportation is 
going to pass into the hands of the railway, when it imme- 
diately will become an ally instead of an enemy.
